On the whole, it is not 
to be considered as satisfactory food 
for sheep as field roots since more 
especially when there is much corn 
in the silage it has a tendency to 
produce a heated condition of th? 
system, which with breeding ewes is 
not desirable. 


It is not we!!, perhaps, to feed corn 


silage to a breeding flock more than 
once a day, and when so fed the aim. 
should be to give them clover hay or 
alfalfa at least once a day in order 
to produce a proper balance in the 
ration. 
In cold weather it is prob- 


ably wiser to feed the silaga at noon 
than morning or night. 
When ei- 


nosed to such weather for only a few 
minutes, the temperature as cool as 
is frequently found in sheep sheds, 
it will freeze more or less,or if it does 
not freeze it becomes very cold. For 
this reason it is better to feed it in 
the middle of the day in cold weather 
for at that time the temperature is 
usually many degrees warmer than. 
In the morning or evening. 


It is not common to feed more 


than two to four pounds of silage per 
head per day to sheep, but some 
farmers who grow winter lambs feed 
as much as that twice a day, more

Ensilage in order to keep 
well 


must be free from water. It is well, 
therefor^, 
for 
it to be cut and 


shocked a few days beforehand. Dry 
or half cured corn may be safely si- 
loed if water is added to it to make 
moisture enough to start the fermen- 
tation. 
Sometimes half dried corn 


will make quits good ensilage with- 
out any water. 
The stalks usually 


contain sufficient water at this stage 
lor the corn to cure itself,'so that an 
excess of watar would tend to acidity. 
The finer the corn_ is cut the better it 
will pack, and it is desirable to have 
it pack as closely as possible, as it is 
carried ia from the cutter by tread- 
ing.

. Improve tbe Roadsides. 


We have always been in favor of 


good roads. We have devoted quit* 
a little space in these columns ia 
advocating them. 
The Good Roads 


Magazine contains-some good advice 
recommending the improving of the 
country roadside which we reprint ia 
full for the benefit of our readers: 


Now that the work of road con- 


struction is ia full progress it seem* 
a proper time to consider what to do 
with the roadside. The advantages 
of setting.out trees along the high- 
way, the planting of shrubbery and 
flowers, and the elimination of fea- 
tures which do not tend to make at- 
tractive, have" been frequently dwelt 
upon in these columns. In some 
of the States the question is looked 
upon as much a part of tee system as 
the roadbed itself, and laws have 
been passed providing for planting 
trees and cutting noxious weeds, 
while in others the subject does not 
appear to have been given the con- 
sideration it deserves. 
Many farm- 


ers believe that nothing but grass 
should be allowed to grow along tha 
roadside. The reason for this is, no 
doubt, due partly to the fact of their 
conservatism in following in the foot- 
steps of their ancestors, and this pre- 
vents them from looking at the sub- 
ject in any other light tban that It 
is the proper thing to do to make 
a clean sweep of everything in the 
shape of trees and shrubbery. Among 
their arguments are, that the trees 
cause drifting during the winter sea- 
son, and their shade produces a 
dampness In summer v.-liieh is unde- 
sirable. 
The building of macadam 


roads has materially changed condi- 
tions. Trees do make moisture, and 
that Is what is wanted to preserve 
and prolong the life of the stone 
read. The highways of France ara 
noted for the beautiful trees along- 
taeir sides, and the French road- 
builders recognize their value in af- 
fording shade and moisture, the lat- 
ter being considered an essential ele- 
ment in maintenance. 
Fruit trees 


and walnut or other nut-bearing trees 
can be made to yield a profitable in- 
come, as well as to furnish shade and 
add beauty to the landscape.

Some Convenient Hooks. 


Where there is more or less haul- 
ing of bags of grain or other bulky 
articles on the farm a number of 
hooks attached to handles will be 
found exceedingly useful. 
Se^ral 
hooks may be formed by the local 
blacksmith at small cost and any one 
of them will earn all it costs in the 
labor saved in a single lesson. 
The 
Illustration 
shows 
several 
of 
the 
hooks that will be found the most 
xisefuK The hook shown at Figure 1 
is the one familiar t'» city people, 
used as It is by truckmen who handle 
heavy bags and boxes. 
Figure 2 
represents a longer hook made of 


Iron with a sharp hook end and a 
short handle of wood; a piece of 
hardwood is 
listened 
around 
the 
middle of the bar of iron which per- 
mits one to get a firm grip with the 
other hand. 
Figure 3 represents the 
double hook fastened to a handle of 
o, o, o. 
Figure 4 shows the details 
of construction of the hook 3, the 
manner of flattening the ends of the 
iron rods and fastening- them to stout 
handle by rivets, if >io desired. 
A 
Indicates a stout Mire run through 
small auger hole near end of handle 
and securely wrapped around rods to 
give strength and firmness to the 
fastening.—Indianapolis News. 


tlty to the flock when the silage has- 
been properly cured. 
On the other 
hand, quite a number have found 
trouble 
from 
feeding it 
in 
large 
quantities. 
On the whole, it is not 
to be considered as satisfactory food 
for sheep as field roots since more 
especially when there is much corn 
in the silage it has a tendency to 
produce a heated condition of the 
system, which with breeding ewes is 
not desirable. 


It Is not well, perhaps, to feed corn 
silage to a breeding flock more than 
once a day, and when so fed the aim 
should be to give them clover hay or 
alfalfa at least once a day in order 
to produce a proper balance in the 
ration. 
In cold weather it is prob- 
ably wiser to feed the silage at noon 
than morning or night. 
When ex- 
posed to such weather for only a few 
minutes, the temperature as cool as 
is frequently found In sheep sheds. 
It will freeze more or less,or if it does 
not freeze it becomes very cold. 
For 
this reason it is better to feed it in 
the middle of the day in cold weather 
for at that time the temperature is 
usually many d(>grees warmer than 
In the morning or evening. 


It Is not common to feed more 
than two to four pounds of silage per 
head per day to sheep, but some 
farmers who grow winter lambs feed 
as much as that twice a day, more 
especially after the lambs have been 
born. 
A great advantage of silage 
as a food for sheep consists in its 
cheapness. 
It furnishes'the cheap«?, 
food that may be fed to them, aaa 
when properly fed there should DO NU 
fear of hurtful results from feeding 
ailage well made.

Root' Borers. 


Squash bugs that pass the winter 
as adults remain in the field until 
nearly the end of July. 
The 'eggs 
iipon the leaves are more abundant 
then than at any other time, early in 
August the 
disappearance 
of 
the 
adults becoming noticeable, freshly 
laid eggs not b-eing so numerous. 
During August, however, the adults 
of the new generation become abun- 
dant, but 
do not lay eggs, 
hence 
there is but one brood of squash 
bugs 
each 
year. 
When 
autumn 
frosts appear, some of the bugs are 
still Immature, and congregate upon 
the unripe fruit, where they suck 
the juices, many thus being able to 
become adults during tho mild au- 
tumn days. 
In winter they are con- 
cealed beneath fallen leaves, stones, 
logs, boards, etc., remaining dormant 
until tho warm days of spring, and 
fly to any squash plants that may be 
up, finding their food, as it seems 
evident, by tho sense of smell. 
A 
number of bugs will congregate on a 
leaf and cause it to dry up, and this 
dead portion may vary from a prim- 
rose gray to a dark browndsh-black. 
The bugs are generally present for 
work as soon as the young plants ap- 
pear, 
Later 
on in 
the stage 
of 
growth of the squash plant the root 
borer and fungus appear. 
A sudden 
wilting and drooping of the 
plant 
characterizes the attack of the root 
borer, which is believed to be the 
larva 
of the 
striped beetle. 
The 
plant may be thrifty in the morning 
and dead at night. 
When attacked 
by fungus the leaver begin to dry up 
at the margins, the plant turns a 
dark green, dried-up blotches appear 
on the leaves and the plant dies with- 
out wilting. 
JMany ro^iedies have 
been resorted to. 
The squash bug, 
like nearly all insects, is attacked by 
parasitic Hies. 
The squash bug se- 
cretes an odor which repels toads to 
a certain extent, hence the toad v/ill 
consume them only when very hun- 
gry, The bug is also subject to some 
fungus disease, which has not been 
Identiiied, but it has not been very 
seriously 
damaged 
through 
such 
source» 


Feeding biiage to Sheep. 


Some sheep-growers are enthusias- 
tic in their praises of corn silage as a 
food for sheep; on the other hand, 
a largo number do not think so well 
of it. 
All those who have tried it 
have agreed with references to the 
wisdom oi ieeding'a moderate quan- 


Filling the Silo. 


Ensilage in order to 
keep 
well 
must be free from water. 
It is well, 
therefor^, 
for 
it to be cut and 
shocked a few days beforehand. 
Dry 
or half cured corn may be safely si- 
loed if water is added to it to make 
moisture enough to start the fermen- 
tation. 
Sometimes half dried corn 
will make quite good ensilage with- 
out any water. 
The stalks usually 
contain sufficient water at this stage 
for the corn to cure itself,'so that an 
excess of water would tend to acidity. 
The finer the corn is cut the better it 
will pack, and it is desirable to have 
it pack as closely as possible, as it is 
carried in from the cutter by tread- 
ing. 
It should be tread, not only at 
the sides, but in the middle, for much 
more fodder can thus be got into the 
silo. 
The object is to get the ensil- 
age in as solid as possible so as to 
exclude the air. 
The best condition 
of it, including absence of sourness, 
depends on this solid packing. 
For- 
merly it was customary to sprinkle 
salt 
over the 
ensilage, as it was 
packed down, but this is now known 
to be unnecessary, if not a detriment. 
Far more preferable it is to have two 
men in the silo as it is filled to see 
that the ensilage is spread evenly and 
tread dov/n 
firmly. 
If the silo is 
square the corners should certainly 
be well tramped. 
When the recepta- 
cle has be.en filled to the lowest door 
this should be fitted into its place 
and perfectly sealed against the en- 
trance of air. 
A strip of tarred roof- 
ing paper tacked over the Joints of 
the door helps to prevent the en- 
trance of air there as well as the es- 
cape of the. carbonic acid gas in the 
silo; by no means should this have a 
chance to leak out, for if it does air 
must of necessity get in, whereupon 
a iiQW fermentation will be started 
and a continuous mischief going on 
at each door, resulting in more or 
less damage to the entire contents of 
the silo.—Fred O. Sibley, Milford, 
N. Y. 


Carting of Baled Hay. 


So much baled hay is now car- 
ried, even in farming districts, that 
some device for fastening it to the 
wagon so it will not shift will be 
welcomed. 
Farmers who are obliged 
to cart baled hay over rough roads 
often feel as if their load had been 
greased, it slips around so, 
I-Iave 
several pieces of hard wood or iron, 
sharpened at both ends, and after 
putting on one layer of the baled 
hay take a stout rope and tie one of 
the sharpened stakes into it so that 
it may be pressed down into the hay, 
leaving tho other sharpened 
point 
sticking up, on which the next layer 


. Improve the Roadsides. 


W^e have always been in favor of 
good roads. 
We have devoted quite 
a little space In these columns in 
advocating them. 
The Good Roads 
Magazine contains'somo good advice 
recommending the improving of the 
country roadside which we reprint in 
full for the benefit of our readers: 


Now that the work of road con- 
struction is in full progress it seems 
a proper time to consider what to do 
with the roadside. 
The advantages 
of setting out trees along the high- 
way, the planting of shrubbery and 
flowers, and the elimination of fea- 
tures which do not tend to make at- 
tractive, have'been frequently dwelt 
upon 
in these columns. 
In 
some 
of the States the question is looked 
upon as much a part of the system as 
the roadbed itself, and laws have 
been passed providing for planting 
trees 
and 
cutting 
noxious 
weeds, 
while in others the subject does not 
appear to have been given the con- 
sideration it deserves. 
Many farm- 
ers believe that nothing but grass 
should be allowed to grow along the 
roadside. 
Tho reason for this is, no 
doubt, due partly to the fact of their 
conservatism in following in the foot- 
steps of their ancestors, and this pre- 
vents them from looking at the sub- 
ject in any other light than that it 
is the proper thing to do to make 
a clean swdep of everything in the 
shape of trees and shrubbery. Among 
their arguments are, that the trees 
cause drifting during the winter sea- 
son, 
and their 
shade produces 
a 
dampness In summer which is unde- 
sirable. 
The building of macadam 
roads has materially changed condi- 
tions. 
Trees do make moisture, and 
that is what is wanted to preserve 
and prolong the life of the stone 
road. 
The highways of France are 
noted for the beautiful trees along , 
their sides, and tho French 
road- 
builders recognize their value in af- 
fording shade and moisture, the lat- 
ter being considered an essential ele* 
ment in maintenance. 
Fruit trees 
and walnut or other nut-bearing trees 
can be made to yield a profitable in- 
come, as well as to furnish shade and 
add beauty to the landscape. 
Flow- 
ers in the yard dose to the road- 
side are always attractive. 
How to 
beautify the roadside is certainly a 
matter .that cannot be given too care- 
ful consideration. 


Autos Must Pay For Dust. 


The awful dust clouds thrown up 
by 
the 
automobiles 
is proving '^a 
strong argument 
against the 
ma- 
chines in many places. 
It is com- 
plained that the clouds of dust set- 
tling on the trees, vegetables and 
shrubbery along the roadsides, near 
the cities, does great damage by fill- 
ing the pot'es in the leaves of tho 
plants and 
cheoidng their 
growth. 
Even grass suffers for the same rea- 
son, 
All have noticed how tho dust 
from an auto will shut out the view 
of objects for some distance on eith- 
er side the road, and for several min- 
utes after it has passed, but we have 
not at all thought of the effect of 
such 
a cloud 
upon the 
vegetation- 
upon which it falls. 
It must be very 
serious, 
Nurserj'men 
in 
sections 
most affected by the auto dust pest 
are demanding damages, and they 
will probably get them, for there is 
no question but what they are dam- 
aged, and the source of the damage 
is unquestionably the auto. 
Then 
the question will arise: 
Shall the 
auto be compelled to run so slowly 
as not to raise the dust, or shall tho 
roads be coated with crude oil, as in 
California? 
It will not do to slack- 
en the auto's speed, for that is all the 
machine is good for. 
If they must 
be run slowly we may as well ride 
behind horses. But if the roads must 
be sprayed with oil to lay the dust 
who must pay the expenses? 
We 
saggest that the expense be put on 
the autos. 
It is on their account that 
the roads need sprayingf and but for 
them there would be no complaint 
and no suits for damage. 
Further- 
more the auto people are the ones 
who enjoy the sport. 
Let those who 
dance 
pay the 
fiddler. 
The 
ma- 
chines can run away from their own 
dust, but they ought to pay for the 
privilege of the kicking up such a 
mess of it to blind and annoy and 
damage 
everybody 
else.—Indiana 
Farmer,

Tarred Koads in England. 


Consul Albert Ilalstead forwards 
an article from Birmingham, Eng- 
land, regarding the hygienic value of 
tarred roads. 
Road painting with 
tar is described as follows: 


"The 
road is 
first 
thoroughly 
cleaned by 
dry 
sweeping, 
then 
roughly distilled tar is poured over 
it and spread evenly, after which 
sand is thrown on and the road is

Root* Borers. 


Squash bugs that pass the winter 
as adults remain in the field until 
nearly the end of July. 
The eggs 
upon the leaves are more abundant 
then than at any other time, early in 
August the 
disappearance 
of 
the 
adults becoming noticeable, freshly 
laid eggs not being so numerous. 
During August, however, the adults 
of the new generation become abun­ 
dant, but 
do not lay eggs, hence 
there is but one brood of squash 
bugs 
each 
year. 
When 
autum n 
frosts appear, some of the bugs are 
still immature, and congregate upon 
the unripe fruit, where they suck 
the juices, many thus being able to 
become adults during tho mild au­ 
tumn days. 
In winter they are con­ 
cealed beneath fallen leaves, stones, 
logs, boards, etc., remaining dormant 
until tho warm days of spring, and 
fly to any squash plants that may be 
up, finding their food, as it seems 
evident, by tho sense of smell. 
A 
number of bugs will congregate on a 
leaf and cause it to dry up, and this 
dead portion may vary from a prim­ 
rose gray to a dark browndsh-black. 
The bugs are generally present for 
work as soon as the young plants ap­ 
pear, 
Later 
on in 
the stage 
of 
growth of the squash plant the root 
borer and fungus appear, 
A sudden 
wilting and drooping of the plant 
characterizes the attack of the root 
borer, which is believed to be the 
larva 
of the 
striped beetle. 
The 
plant may be thrifty in the morning 
and dead at night. 
When attacked 
by fungus the leaves begin to dry up 
at the margins, the plant turns a 
dark green, dried-up blotches appear 
on the leaves and the plant dies with­ 
out wilting. 
Many rojnedies have 
been resorted to. 
The squash bug, 
like nearly all insects, is attacked by 
parasitic flies. 
The squash bug se­ 
cretes an odor which repels toads to 
a certain extent, hence the toad will 
consume them only when very hun­ 
gry. The bug is also subject to some 
fungus disease, which has not been 
identified, but it has not been very 
seriously 
damaged 
through 
such 
source.

loed if water is added to it to make 
moisture enough to start the fermen­ 
tation. 
Sometimes half dried corn 
will make quite good ensilage with­ 
out any water. 
The stalks usually 
contain sufficient water at this stage 
for the corn to cure itself,’so that an 
excess of water would tend to acidity. 
The finer the corn is cut the better it 
will pack, and it is desirable to have 
it pack as closely as possible, as it is 
carried in from the cutter by tread­ 
ing. 
It should be tread, not only at 
the sides, but in the middle, for much 
more fodder can thus be got into the 
silo. 
The object is to get the ensil­ 
age in as solid as possible so as to 
exclude the air. 
The best condition 
of it, including absence of sourness, 
depends on this solid packing. 
For­ 
merly it was customary to sprinkle 
salt 
over the 
ensilage, as it was 
packed down, but this is now known 
to be unnecessary, if not a detriment. 
Far more preferable it is to have two 
men in the silo as it is filled to see 
that the ensilage is spread evenly and 
tread down firmly. 
If the silo is 
square the corners should certainly 
be well tramped. 
When the recepta­ 
cle has be.en filled to the lowest door 
this should be fitted into its place 
and perfectly sealed against the en­ 
trance of air. 
A strip of tarred roof­ 
ing paper tacked over the joints of 
the door helps to prevent the en­ 
trance of air there as well as the es­ 
cape of the. carbonic acid gas in the 
silo; by no means should this have a 
chance to leak out, for if it does air 
must of necessity get in, whereupon 
a new fermentation will be started 
and a continuous mischief going on 
at each door, resulting in more or 
less damage to the entire contents of 
the silo,— Fred O. Sibley, Milford,

Carting of Baled Hay.

Farm ers who are obliged 
to cart baled hay over rough roads 
often feel as if their load had been 
greased, it slips around so. 
Have 
several pieces of hard wood or iron, 
sharpened at both ends, and after 
putting on one layer of the baled 
hay take a stout rope and tie one of 
the sharpened stakes into it so that 
it may be pressed down into the hay, 
leaving the other sharpened point 
sticking up, on which the next layer 
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Feeding Silage to Sheep. 


Some sheep-growers are enthusias­ 
tic in their praises of corn silage as a 
food for sheep; on the other hand, 
a largo number do not think so well 
of it.

Autos Must Pay For Dust. 


The awful dust clouds thrown up 
by 
the 
automobiles is proving ^a 
strong argum ent against the m a­ 
chines In many places. 
It is com­ 
plained th at the clouds of dust set­ 
tling on the trees, vegetables and 
shrubbery along the roadsides, near 
the cities, does great damage by fill­ 
ing the pw es in the leaves of the 
plants and checking their growth. 
Even grass suffers for the same rea­ 
son. 
All have noticed how tho dust 
from an auto will shut out the view 
of objects for some distance on eith­ 
er side the road, and for several min­ 
utes after it has passed, but we have 
not at all thought of the effect of 
such a cloud upon the vegetation* 
upon which it falls. 
It must be very 
serious. 
Nurserymen 
in 
sections 
most affected by the auto dust pest 
are demanding damages, and they 
will probably get them, for there is 
no question but w hat they are dam­ 
aged, and the source of the damage 
is unquestionably the auto. 
Then 
the question will arise: 
Shall the 
auto be compelled to run so slowly 
as not to raise the dust, or shall the 
roads be coated with crude oil, as in 
California? 
It will not do to slack­ 
en the auto’s speed, for that is all the > 
machine is good for. 
If they must 
be run slowly we may as well ride 
behind horses. But if the roads must 
be sprayed with oil to lay the dust 
who must pay the expenses? 
We 
suggest that the expense be put on 
the autos. 
It is on their account that 
the roads need spraying* and but for 
them there would be no complaint 
and no suits for damage. 
F urther­ 
more the auto people are the ones 
who enjoy the sport. 
Let those who 
dance 
pay the 
fiddler. 
The 
m a­ 
chines can run away from their own 
dust, but they ought to pay for the 
privilege of the kicking up such a 
mess of it to blind and annoy and 
damage 
everybody 
else.— Indiana

Tarred Roads in England. 


Consul Albert Halstead forwards 
an article from Birmingham, Eng­ 
land, regarding the hygienic value of 
tarred roads. 
Road painting with 
ta r is described as follows: 


“The 
road is first 
thoroughly 
cleaned by 
dry 
sweeping, 
then 
roughly distilled tar Is poured over 
it and spread evenly, after which 
sand is thrown on and the road is 
immediately 
ready for 
trafllc. 
A 
fortnight or three weeks later a sec­ 
ond coating is applied and in a short 
time tho road has th$ appearance 
of an asphalt 
street. 
It appears, 
also, that a short stretch of road in 
Beckenham was treated with tar oil, 
which is poured over again until 
the pores 
of the road 
exude the 
preparation. 
This tar oil, however, 
dries up quickly, does not make an 
oily and nasty mess in wet weather 
and is said to be much cheaper than 
the tar process but it requires more 
frequent renewal. 
A comparatively 
small quantity of the 
material is 
available, and this Is a difficulty iu 
the way of its general adoption,’

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The piazza outside the Church of 


the Santissima Annunziata, where for 
four and a half centuries childhood 
depicted in its most beautiful and at* 
the same time its most pathetic as- 
pect has looked down upon the busy 
life forerer hurrying by, is perhaps 
the place of all others in Florence 
where the inveterate loafer unwilling 
to leave tae sunshine and satiated for 
the moment with the treasures of 
church and picture gallery may feel 
justified in lingering. 
It may be 


added that the steps under the 
graceful arcade which facee the Inno- 
centi Hospital offer an obvious and 
desirable resting place. An incessant 
stream of life Cows daily through 
the piazza, trams laden with country 
people returning from market bound 
for the heights of FiesoSe, and with 
city folk also, perhaps only going a 
couple of hundred yards, for nobody 
in Florence walks if he can drive; 
while long carts cf the country rattle 
after them, carrying twice as much of 
humanity as they are intended to 
hold. And yet this square, one of the 
busiest in the city, retains a curious 
atmosphere of repose. Possibly it is 
because the traffic never passes or di- 
verges from its course to disturb tise 
harmony acout it, bat is rather like a 
stream ficiving through a quiet mead- 
ow. 
At least this is how I have 


found it oa weekdays. On Sundays 
and on festas, when the fashionable 
world Cocks to the Church of the 
Annunziata and to the Caapel of the 
Icaocenti, it is another matter. 


A few children are general}' play- 


ing, but in a quiet and orderly fash- 
ion, about the bronze and marble sea 
monsters of Tacca, which serve as 
fountains. Upon the right the great 
bronze status of Duke Ferdinand the 
First seated oa his horse gazes for- 
ever at a blank window in the pal- 
ace, where once the bust of his lady 
smiled back at him. 
Theirs was 


surely a meritorious dilatoriness, for 
had the wooing been conducted with 
the heat and fervor extolled by youth 
another bloody crime would have 
been added to the domestic history of 
Florence. So there he stands, a 
mighty monument to the negative 
virtue of delay! But it is the lovely 
facade of the Foundling Hospital, the 
Spedale degl' Innocent!, which gives 
its chief beauty and character to the 
piazza. To all those who know Flor- 
ence it is sufficiently familiar. 
The 


long harmonious lines of Brunelles- 
chi's design, suggesting a rare com- 
bination of strength and - simplicity, 
tae wide shallow steps, the rounded 
columns, and, above the arches, the 
aella Robbia medallions of the swad- 
dled babies, the blue of the porcelain 
contrasting very graciously with "the 
sad gray of the stone. Each exquis- 
ite representation of helpless infancy 
differs from the other, each Instinct 
with life and grace and pathos. For 
more than 400 years the coloring of 
these medallions has withstood wind 
and weather, for did not Luca find 
out the secret—which he -transmitted 
to his nephew Andreo, among whose 
early work the medallions have been, 
classed—of beauty In external deco- 
ration which coald safely be used 
ciore sono acque? .In the courtyard 
of the hospital, over the round arches 
of the cloisters, the design of the 
straddled babies is repeated; but 
here, though the delicate blue and. 
gray coloring is the same, the babies 
are only painted upon plaster.- Above 
them, on the upper story, painted in 
the same manner, are the instru- 
ments of tae passion, the cock of tae 
Bigallo, aad repeated at intervals 
the porta, the gate, which is the 
badge of tae Guild of Silk "Workers. 


The building of the Spedale degl' 


lEBGcecti. which may -well, both for 
age and beauty as well as for scien- 
tific development, stand before all the 
foundling hospitals of the world, Is 
not so old as the actual society, for 
manuscripts containing lists cf reg- 
ulations for such a society for the 
protection 
of 
foundling- children 


dated in the twelfth century exist 
among the archives of Florence. But 
In the fifteenth century, in 1421, 
owing to the eloquent appeal of 
Leonardo Bruni, the fainoas scholar 
and secretary of the republic, who, as 
his monument in Santa Croce tells 
as. "enjoyed the sunshine of favor 
In the palace "of Cosimo de' Medici," 
the hospital as we see it to-day was 
actually founded. There is perhap* 
EO stronger testimony to the Floren- 


tine love of little children than is to 
be found in the names of the great 
.masters of that magnificent period 
who gave their work to adorn with 
exquisite and tender sentiment the 
refuge of destitute and nameless in- 
fancy. 


In the gioom of the cloister, over 


the entrance to ta« Church of the In- 
nocenti, gleajos a beautiful della 
Robbia reJief »f the Annunciation, 
surounded with it» lorely garland of 
cherub heads. In the church itself, 
behind 
the altar. 
Ghirlandajo's 


"Adoration of the Magi," with the 
tVo little murdered innocents who, 
kneeling in their white robes before 
the Savio-jr, have entered into glory, 
conveys the sanae feeling of gentle 
compassion for the young and help- 
less which is the dominating note in 
all the decoration of the hospital. 
We find it again ia the pictures in 
the board room, la the work of Piero 
di Cosimo, Gairlandajo's predella, 
and in that most tender picture of 
Filippo Lippi's. in which a boy ansel 
brings the Christ Child to the Ma- 
donna. It repeats itself ia the min- 
utest detail of decoration in the in- 
terior, ia the winged heads of "be 
putti over the doorways; and there 
is always tee same sense of harmony 
with Brunelieschi's bold and simple 
design, as in 4;he medallions over the 
arcade without. The hospital was 
for a time generously assisted by 
the Mediceaa Grand Dukes, whose 
busts stand under, tiis arcades, pa- 
trons of the artists v.-ho were' em- 
ployed upon the building, but it was 
placed at the outset espscially under 
the management of the Guild of Silk 
Weavers, who endowed it with a tax 
on every pound of silk spun or woven 
in Florence. Very soon a Papal bull 
raised it to the dignity of an "ecclesi- 
astical place," a dignity which it en- 
joys to the present day. 


For a time after its foundation 


very few babies were brought to the 
hospital; perhaps the mothers were a 
little shy of the sumptuous building 
and the Grand Ducal 
patronage. 


Their anonymity was. however, com- 
pletely secured, for the babies were, 
as they'still are, of so tender an age 
that they could be passed through the 
bars of a window wMcIx has only re- 
cently been walled up. The first in- 
fant to be received was baptized on 
February 5, 1445. and was named 
Agata Smeralda. Gradually in those 
early days the society increased its 
funds by the absorption of smaller 
analogous institutions, such as the 
Hospital of La Scala, and in time it 
became possessed of considerable 
property in the city. Everybody who 
knows the streets of Florence must 
have noticed over the doors of cer- 
tain houses the sign of the swaddled 
babies, 
painted oa plaster, which 


marks them as the property of the 
Innocent!. In spits of so prosperous 
a beginning the Hospital of the In- 
nocents has passed through more 
than one severe financial crisis. 
More especially was this the case 
during tae occupation of the Frenca, 
•when Napoleon, with his particular 
genius for using up v.-asta material, 
decreed that all foandiings of the 
male sex over the age of fourteen 
should be enrolled in a boy regiment-, 
while those between eleven and four- 
teen should be utilised as middies. 
Four centurie? and a half nave passed 
since Agata Srueralcla was received, 
•with how inucc. interest and ill sap- 
pressed agitation we may Imagine by 
the initiators of this princely scheme. 
Much vrater has Sov/e<J under the 
bridge since then, ana ac the present 
day between 7000 and 8000 found- 
lings are annually supported by the 
society, although comparatively few 
of them are housed, in the actual 
building. 


The history of the InnocentI Hos- 


pital is a curious and instructive 
study in evolution. Here the babies 
are still swaddled in the approved 
Tuscan 
fashion, which 
has never 


changed -s^ith the ages and' which is 
immortalized in the della Robbia me- 
dallions. And not so long ago an ad- 
ministrative 
council was 
formed 


whose object is to see that every new- 
est and most sanitary invention and 
practice is employed for the benefit 
of 
these nameless waifs, who are 


lodged and fed and nursed upon the 
best and most scientific principles in 
Europe. Xo heir to a kingdom could 
be reared upoa more hygienic meth- 
ods.

The piazza outside the Church of 
the Santissima Annunsiata, where for 
four and a half centuries childhoad 
depicted in its most beautiful and at 
the same time its most pathetic as- 
pect has looked down upon the busy 
life forever hurrying by, is perhaps 
the place of all others in Florence 
where the inveterate loafer unwilling 
to leave the sunshine and satiated for 
the moment with the treasures of 
church and picture gallery may feel 
justified in lingering, ^ It may 
be 
added 
that 
the 
steps 
under 
the 
graceful arcade which faces the Inno- 
centi Hospital offer an obvious and 
desirable resting place. 
An incessant 
stream of life fiows daily through 
the piazza, trams laden with country 
people returning from market bound 
for the heights of Fiesole, and with 
city folk also, perhaps only going a 
couple of hundred yards, for nobody 
in Florence walks if he can drive; 
while long carts of the country rattle 
after them, carrying twice as much of 
humanity as they are intended 
to 
hold. And yet this square, one of the 
busiest in the city, retains a curious 
atmosphere of repose. 
Possibly it Is 
because the traflic never passes or di- 
verges from its course to disturb the 
harmony about it, but is rather like a 
stream flowing through a quiet mead- 
ow. 
At least this is how I have 
found it on weekdays. 
On Sundays 
and on festas, when the fashionable 
world flocks to the Church of the 
Annunziata and to the Chapel of the 
Innocenti, it is another matter. 


A few children are generaly play- 
ing, but in a quiet and orderly fash- 
ion, about the bronze and marble sea 
monsters of Tacca, which serve as 
fountains. 
Upon the right the great 
bronze statue of Duke Ferdinand the 
First seated on his horse gazes for- 
ever at a blank window in the pal- 
ace, where once the bust of his lady 
smiled back at him. 
Theirs was 
surely a meritorious dilatoriness, for 
had the wooing been conducted with 
the heat and fervor extolled by youth 
another bloody crime would 
have 
been added to the domestic history of 
Florence. 
So 
there 
he 
stands, 
a 
mighty monument to the negative 
virtue of delay! 
But it is the lovely 
facade of the Foundling Hospital, the 
Spedale degl' Innocenti, which gives 
its chief beauty and character to the 
piazza. 
To all those who know Flor- 
ence it is sufficiently familiar. 
The 
long harmonious lines of Brunelles- 
chi's design, suggesting a rare com- 
bination of strength and simplicity, 
the wide shallow steps, the rounded 
columns, and, above the arches, the 
della Robbia medallions of the swad- 
dled babies, the blue of the porcelain 
contrasting very graciously with'the 
sad gray of the stone. 
Each exquis- 
ite representation of helpless infancy 
differs from the other, each instinct 
with life and grace and pathos. For 
more than 400 years the coloring of 
these medallions has withstood wind 
and weather, for did not Luca find 
out the secret—which he transmitted 
to his nephew Andreo, among whose 
early work the medallions have been 
classed—of beauty in external deco- 
ration which could safely be used 
dove sono acque? .In the courtyard 
of the hospital, over the round archors 
of the cloisters, the design of the 
sv/addled 
babies 
is repeated; 
but 
here, though the delicate blue and. 
gray coloring is the same, the babies 
are only painted upon plaster. Above 
them, on the upper story, painted in 
the same manner, are the instru- 
ments of the passion, the cock of the 
Bigallo, and repeated 
at 
intervals 
the porta, the gate, which is the 
badge of the Guild of Silk Workers. 


The building of the Spedale degl' 
Innocenti, which may well, both for 
age and beauty as well as for scien- 
tific development, stand before all the 
foundling hospitals of the world. Is 
not so old as the actual society, for 
manuscripts containing lists of reg- 
ulations for such a society for tho 
protection 
of 
foundling • children 
dated in the twelfth century exist 
among the archives of Florence. But 
jn the 
fifteenth 
century, in 
1421, 
owing 
to the 
eloquent 
appeal of 
Leonardo Bruni, the famous scholar 
and secretary of the republic, who, as 
his monument in Santa Croce tells 
us, "enjoyed the sunshine of favor 
in the palace of Cosimo de' Medici," 
the hospital as we see it to-day was 
actually founded. 
There is perhap» 
no stronger testimony to the Floren- 


tine love of little children than is to 
be found in the names of the great 
masters of that magnificent period 
who gave their work to adorn with 
exquisite and tender sentiment the 
refuge of destitute and nameless in- 
fancy. 


In the gloom of the cloister, over 
the entrance to the Church of the In- 
nocent!, 
gleajns a 
beautiful 
della 
Robbia relifrf of the Annunciation, 
surounded with its lo\'^ly garland of 
cherub heads. 
In yio church itself, 
behind 
the 
altar, 
Ghirlandajo's 
"Adoration of the Magi,*' with the 
tVo little murdered innocents who, 
kneeling in their white robes before 
the Saviour, have entered into glory, 
convoys the same feeling of gentle 
cçmpas'sion for the young and help- 
less which is the dominating note in 
all the decoration of the hospital. 
We find it again in the pictures in 
the board room, in the work of Piero 
dl 
Cosimo, Ghirlandajo's 
predella, 
and in that most tender picture of 
Filippo Lippi's, in which a hoy ann'el 
brings the Christ Child to the Ma- 
donna. 
It repeats itself in tho min- 
utest detail of decoration in the in- 
terior, in the winged heads of ihe 
puttl over the doorways; and the.'*e 
is always the same sense of harmony 
with Brunelleschi's bold and simple 
design, as in -the medallions over the 
arcade without. 
The hospital was 
for a time generously assisted 
oy 
the Medicean Grand Dukes, who^e 
busts stand under, the arcades, pa- 
trons of the artists vrho were' em- 
ployed upon the building, but it was 
placed at the outset especially under 
the management of the Guild of Silk 
Weavers, who endowed it -with a tax 
on every pound of silk spun or woven 
in Florence. 
Very soon a Papal bull 
raised it to the dignity of an "ecclesi- 
astical place." a dignity which it en- 
joys to the present day. 


For a time after its foundation 
very few babies were brought to the 
hospita.1; perhaps the mothers were a 
little shy of the sumptuous building 
and 
the 
Grand 
Ducal 
patronage. 
Their anonymity was, however, com- 
pletely secured, for tlie babies were, 
as they still are, of so tender an age 
that they could be passed through the 
bars of a window which has only re- 
cently been walled up. 
The first in- 
fant to be received was baptized on 
February 5, 1445, and was named 
Agata Smeralda. 
Gradually in those 
early daj's the society increased its 
funds by the absorption of smaller 
analogous institutions, such as tho 
Hospital of La Scala, and in time it 
became 
possessed 
of 
considerable 
property in the city. 
Everybody who 
knows the streets of Florence must 
have noticed over the doors of cer- 
tain houses the sign of the swad<aied 
babies, 
painted 
on 
plaster, which 
marks them as the property of the 
Innocenti. 
In spite of so prosperous 
a beginning the Hospital of the In- 
nocents has 
passed 
through more 
than 
one 
severe 
financial 
crisis. 
More especially was this the case 
during the occupation of the French, 
when Napoleon, with his particular 
genius for using up v/asia material, 
decx'eed that all foundlings of the 
male sex over the age of fourteen 
should be enrolled in a boy regiment, 
while those betv/een eleven and four- 
teen should be utilized as middies, 
Four centuries and a half have passed 
since Agata Smeralda was received, 
with how much interest and ill sup- 
pressed agitation we may imagine by 
tho initiators of this princely scheme. 
Much water has fiowed under the 
bridge since then, and at the present 
day between 7000 and SOOO found- 
lings are annually supported by the 
society, although comparatively few 
of them are housed in the actual 
building. 


The history of the Innocenti Hos- 
pital is a curious and 
instructive 
study in evolution. 
Here the babies 
are still swaddled in the approved 
Tuscan 
fashion, which 
has never 
changed v/ith the ages and which ia 
immortalized In the della Robbia me- 
dallions, 
And not so long ago an ad- 
ministrative 
council 
was 
formed 
whose object is to see that every new- 
est and most sanitary invention and 
practice is eicployed for the benefit 
of 
these 
nameless waifs, who are 
lodged and fed and nursed upon the 
best and most scientific principles in 
Europe. 
No heir to a kingdom could 
be reared upon more hygienic meth- 
ods.

The Hospital of the Innocenti, the Most Famous 


Foundling Institution. 


From the Nineteenth Century. 


The piazza outside the Church of 
the Santissima Annunsiata, where for 
four and a half centuries childhoad 
depicted in its most beautiful and at 
the same time its most pathetic as­ 
pect has looked down upon the busy 
life forever hurrying by, is perhaps 
the place of all others in Florence 
where the inveterate loafer unwilling 
to leave the sunshine and satiated for 
the moment with the treasures of 
church and picture gallery may feel 
justified in lingering. ^ It may be 
added 
that the steps under the 
graceful arcade which faces the Inno- 
centi Hospital offer an obvious and 
desirable resting place. An incessant 
stream of life flows daily through 
the piazza, trams laden with country 
people returning from market bound 
for the heights of Fiesole, and with 
* 
city folk also, perhaps only going a 
couple of hundred yards, for nobody 
in Florence walks if he can drive; 
while long carts of the country rattle 
after them, carrying twice as much of 
humanity as they are intended to 
hold. And yet this square, one of the 
busiest in the city, retains a curious 
atmosphere of repose. 
Possibly it is 
because the traffic never passes or di­ 
verges from its course to disturb the 
harmony about it, but is rather like a 
stream flowing through a quiet mead­ 
ow. 
At least this is how I have 
found it on weekdays. 
On Sundays 
and on festas, when the fashionable 
world flocks to the Church of the 
Annunziata and to the Chapel of the 
Innocenti, it is another matter. 


A few children are generaly play­ 
ing, but in a quiet and orderly fash­ 
ion, about the bronze and marble sea 
monsters of Tacca, which serve as 
fountains. 
Upon the right the great 
bronze statue of Duke Ferdinand the 
First seated on his horse gazes for­ 
ever at a blank window in the pal­ 
ace, where once the bust of his lady 
smiled back at him. 
Theirs was 
surely a meritorious dilatoriness, for 
had the wooing been conducted with 
the heat and fervor extolled by youth 
another bloody crime would have 
been added to the domestic history of 
Florence. 
So there he stands, 
a 
mighty monument to the negative 
virtue of delay! 
But it is the lovely 
facade of the Foundling Hospital, the 
Spedale degr Innocenti, which gives 
its chief beauty and character to the 
piazza. 
To all those who know Flor­ 
ence it is sufficiently familiar. 
The 
long harmonious lines of Brunelles­ 
chi’s design, suggesting a rare com­ 
bination of strength and simplicity, 
the wide shallow steps, the rounded 
columns, and, above the arches, the 
della Robbia medallions of the swad­ 
dled babies, the blue of the porcelain 
contrasting very graciously w ith’the 
sad gray of the stone. 
Each exquis­ 
ite representation of helpless infancy 
differs from the other, each instinct 
with life and grace and pathos. For 
more than 4 00 years the coloring of 
these medallions has withstood wind 
and weather, for did not Luca find 
out the secret— which he transmitted 
to his nephew Andreo, among whose 
early work the medallions have been 
classed— of beauty in external deco­ 
ration which could safely be used 
dove sono acque? .In the courtyard 
of the hospital, over the round arches 
of the cloisters, the design of the 
swaddled babies is repeated; 
but 
here, though the delicate blue and. 
gray coloring is the same, the babies 
are only painted upon plaster. Above 
them, on the upper story, painted in 
the same manner, are the instru­ 
ments of the passion, the cock of the 
Bigallo, and repeated at intervals 
the porta, the gate, which is the 
badge of the Guild of Silk Workers. 


The building of the Spedale degl* 
Innocenti, which may well, both for 
age and beauty as well as for scien­ 
tific development, stand before all the 
foundling hospitals of the world, Is 
not so old as the actual society, for 
manuscripts containing lists of reg­ 
ulations for such a society for tho 
protection 
of 
foundling* children 
dated in the twelfth century exist 
among the archives of Florence. But 
jn the fifteenth century, in 1421, 
owing to the eloquent appeal of 
Leonardo Bruni, the famous scholar 
and secretary of the republic, who, as 
his monument in Santa Croce tells 
us, "enjoyed the sunshine of favor 
in the palace of Cosimo de* Medici/* 
the hospital as we see it to-day was 
actually founded. 
There is perhaps 
no stronger testimony to the Floren­ 


tine love of little children than is to 
be found in the names of the great 
masters of that magnificent period 
who gave their work to adorn with 
exquisite and tender sentiment the 
refuge of destitute and nameless in­ 
fancy. 


In the gloom of the cloister, over 
the entrance to the Church of the In­ 
nocenti, 
gleajps a beautiful della 
Robbia relief of the Annunciation, 
surounded with its lovely garland of 
cherub heads. 
In yie church itself, 
behind 
the 
altar, 
Ghirlandajo's 
“Adoration of the M agi/’ with the 
two little murdered innocents who, 
kneeling in their white robes before 
the Saviour, have entered into glory, 
conveys the same feeling of gentle 
CQmpas'sion for the young and help­ 
less which is the dominating note in 
all the decoration of the hospital. 
We find it again in the pictures in 
the board room, in the work of Piero 
di 
Cosimo, Ghirlandaio’s 
predella, 
and in that most tender picture of 
Filippo Lippi's, in which a hoy annel 
brings the Christ Child to the Ma­ 
donna. 
It repeats itself in tho min­ 
utest detail of decoration in the in­ 
terior, in the winged heads of «he 
putti over the doorways; and there 
is always the same sense of harmony 
with Brunelleschi’s bold and simple 
design, as in -the medallions over the 
arcade without. 
The hospital was 
for a time generously assisted oy 
the Medicean Grand Dukes, whose 
busts stand under, the arcades, pa­ 
trons of the artists who were’ em­ 
ployed upon the building, but it was 
placed at the outset especially under 
the management of the Guild of Silk 
Weavers, who endowed it with a tax 
on every pound of silk spun or woven 
in Florence. 
Very soon a Papal bull 
raised it to the dignity of an “ecclesi­ 
astical place,’* a dignity which it en­ 
joys to the present day. 


For a time after its foundation 
very few babies were brought to the 
hospital; perhaps the mothers were a 
little shy of the sumptuous building 
and 
the 
Grand 
Ducal 
patronage. 
Their anonymity was, however, com­ 
pletely secured, for the babies were, 
as they still are, of so tender an age 
that they could be passed through the 
bars of a window which has only re­ 
cently been walled up. 
The first in­ 
fant to be received was baptized on 
February 5, 1445, and was named 
Agata Smeralda. 
Gradually in those 
early dajrs the society increased its 
funds by the absorption of smaller 
analogous institutions, such as the 
Hospital of La Scala, and in time it 
became 
possessed 
of 
considerable 
property in the city. 
Everybody who 
knows the streets of Florence must 
have noticed over the doors of cer­ 
tain houses the sign of the swaddled 
babies, 
painted 
on 
plaster, which 
marks them as the property of the 
Innocenti. 
In spite of so prosperous 
a beginning the Hospital of the In­ 
nocents has 
passed 
through more 
than 
one 
severe 
financial 
crisis. 
More especially was this the case 
during the occupation of the French, 
when Napoleon, with his particular 
genius for using up waste material, 
decreed that all foundlings of the 
male sex over the age of fourteen 
should be enrolled in a boy regiment, 
while those between eleven and four­ 
teen should be utilized as middies, 
Four centuries and a half have passed 
since Agata Smeralda was received, 
with how much interest and ill sup­ 
pressed agitation we may imagine by 
the initiators of this princely scheme. 
Much water has flowed under the 
bridge since then, and at the present 
day between 7000 and 8000 found­ 
lings are annually supported by the 
society, although comparatively few 
of them are housed in the actual 
building. 


The history of the Innocenti Hos­ 
pital is a curious and instructive 
study in evolution. 
Here the babies 
are still swaddled in the approved 
Tuscan 
fashion, which 
has never 
changed with the ages and which is 
immortalized in the della Robbia me­ 
dallions. 
And not so long ago an ad* 
ministrative 
council 
was 
formed 
whose object is to see that every new­ 
est and most sanitary invention and 
practice is employed for the benefit 
of 
these 
nameless waifs, who are 
lodged and fed and nursed upon the 
be3t and most scientific principles in 
Europe. 
No heir to a kingdom could 
be reared upon more hygienic meth­ 
ods.

SHOT BROTHER^S HEAD OFF 


Boy of Ten was Showing Baby 
How to Use a Fowlinjf Piccc 


Gettysburg, Nov. 25,—While attempt- 
iug to show his 0 year-old brother how to 
use n gun, the 10 year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Albert C. Thompson, of Table Roi»k, 
this county, instantly killed the little fel- 
low, literally blowing off his head, yester- 
day afternoon. 


The parents were in Harrisburg for the 
day and the two children were in the 
house alone. 
The parents upon their re- 
turn were prostrated. 


A Coroner*8 inquest was held and a ver- 
diet of accidental death rendered, the jury 
also also censuring the father for leaving 
the loaded firearms within the reach of 
the children. 


The accident happened about 4 o*clock 
while the children were playing on the 
front porch. 
On Friday morning the par- 
entis and the eldest daughter, Stella, went 
to Harrisburg on a visit, leaving three 
children at home, Bersie the youngest 
daughter, and Charles and Rol>ert, the 
younger sons. 
The daughter was left in 
charge of the house and to prepare meals 
for the hired man, Jacob FennelL 


On Saturday afternoon Bessie and the 
hired man went to the field to gather corn 
leaving Charles and his little brother at 
home on the porch playing. Charles, who 
evidently got tired amusing the child 
went into the house and got a shot gun 
from one of the corners and brought it 
out on the porch where his little brother 
was romping. 


Sitting down on the edge of the porch 
he began playing with the >veapon and 
pointing it at the boy to make him laugh. 
He w^as pointing it in the direction of his 
brother Robert when it went off, literally 
blowing the chiUrs head off its body, 
scattering the brains and pieces of skull 
over the porch. The sight of the horrible 
accident made Charles sick for a few min- 
utes but controlling his feelings a little he 
picked up the mangled body of Robert 
and carried it into the house and laid it 
on the couch, and then went out and call- 
ed the neighbors, and also called Bessie 
and the hired man from the 
field.

short while the place was crowded with 
people. 
As soon as some of the men had 
regained their composure Avord was sent 
to the police in Harrisburg to look up the 
parents. 
At eight o'clock Sunday night 
word was received from Chief of Police at 
Harrisburg stating that they had located 
the parents who had started for Table 
Rock in their carriage in which they had 
driven to Harrisburg.

Institution In Virginia Founded Be­ 
fore Harvard University. 


The first university or college in 
this country, according to the Phila­ 
delphia “Press," was not Harvard, 
which was founded in 1636, but one 
founded by the Virginia settlers at 
Henrico, near what is 
now 
Dutch 
Gap, in 1619, a year before the land­ 
ing at Plymouth Rock. 
In 1619, 12 
years after the first settlers landed at 
Jamestown, the 
London 
Company, 
seeing the necessity for such an in­ 
stitution, set aside 
10,000 acres of 
land for the support of a college. 
George Thorpe, a 
gallant 
English 
gentleman, was sent over to Virginia 
to take the position of superintend­ 
ent of "college lands." 
The property 
was divided into 100 plantations by 
the company and .leased to tenants. 
Half of the proceeds were to go to­ 
ward the maintenance of the college 
and the other half to the company. 
In 1622 the Rev. Patrick Copland was 
sent over from London in the capaci­ 
ty of “rector of the university," that 
title being e q u iv a le n t^ the principal 
or president of a college or school of 
the present time. 
The first Legisla­ 
ture that ever met in America, 
in 
1619, at Jamestown, passed 
a 
law 
providing that every town or borough 
in the Dominion should be required 
to fit their children and those of the 
natives for admission to the college. 
On March 22, 1622, the Indians at­ 
tacked the village and murdered most 
of the inhabitants. 
So absolute and 
awful was the destruction that the 
town was never rebuilt or the college 
again 
continued,
